pounds falling from a height of 12 
feet, while the same rail not nicked 
resisted tbe fall of a too weight from 
a height of 20 feet.

The dockage system In opera- 


tion protects the farmer from 
the. possibility 
of low prices 


fixed by the local buyer In or- 
der to Insure a safe purchase on 
a flat-rate basis.

principles is to determine the numeri- 
cal grade on a dockage-free basis; 
that Is, the dockage Is fi'rst removed 
from the'sample and the grade deter- 
mination is made on the clean or dock- 
age-free wheat. A few exceptions to 
this principle are noted In the follow- 
ing pages. 


What Is dockage! It Is the foreign 


material screened from a sample of 
wheat to be graded, by the use of ap- 
propriate hand sieves or other-clean- 
ing devices, such as those approved 
by the United Sta$es department of 
agriculture. It consists of sand, dirt, 
weed seeds, weed stems, chair, straw, 
grain other than wheat, any other for- 
eign, material,' and In *, certain - cases 
some finely broken and small shriv- 
eled kernels of wheat.
